Establishing  the  appropriations  limit  for  1980-81 
pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  7910 

President  and  Members: 

The  California  electorate  on  November  6,  1979  approved  Proposition  4 
(Gann  Initiative)  which  added  Article  XIII  B  to  the  State  Constitution  to  place 
various  limitations  on  the  fiscal  powers  of  state  and  local  government. 

SB  1352  (Marks)  was  enacted  by  the  State  Legislature  and  became  effec- 
tive on  January  1,  1981  as  Chapter  1205,  Statutes  of  1980.   The  measure  defines 
various  terms  and  prescribes  procedures  to  be  used  in  establishing  the  appropria- 
tions limit  of  various  agencies  such  as  community  college  districts. 

Simply  stated,  the  appropriations  limit  for  the  succeeding  year  is  the 
appropriations  limit  for  the  base  year  adjusted  for  inflation  and  change  in  popu- 
lation.  For  a  community  college  district  inflation  is  the  lesser  of  the  change 
in  cost-of-living  or  California  per  capita  personal  income  and  change  in  popula- 
tion is  the  percentage  change  in  the  district's  ADA. 

Government  Code  Section  7910  reads  in  part  as  follows:  "Each  year  the 
governing  board  of  each  local  jurisdiction  shall,  by  resolution,  establish  its 
appropriations  limit  for  the  following  fiscal  year  pursuant  to  Article  XIII  B  at 
a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  or  noticed  special  meeting.  Fifteen  days  prior  to 
such  meeting  documentation  used  in  the  determination  of  the  appropriations  limit 
shall  be  available  to  the  public.  The  determination  of  the  appropriations  limit 
is  a  legislative  act " 

On  March  10,  1981,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No.  810310-B5 
"Declaring  intention  to  establish  appropriations  limit  for  1980-81  pursuant  to 
Government  Code  Section  7910  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Governing  Board 
and  making  documentation  to  be  used  in  the  determination  of  the  appropriations 
limit  available  to  the  public." 

Since  March  23,  1981,  a  six  page  worksheet  setting  forth  the  deriva- 
tion of  the  appropriations  limit  has  been  available  for  public  inspection  at 
the  District  Business  Office,  Budget  Section,  33  Gough  Street,  San  Francisco, 
pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  7910. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:   That  the  Governing  Board  pursuant  to  Government  Code 

Section  7910  (Gann  Limit)  establishes  the  SFCCD  appropria- 
tions limit  for  the  fiscal  year  1980-81  at  $59,469,750.43  based  on 
an  annual  ADA  of  28,592. 
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FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:   That  the  actual  appropriations  for  the 

fiscal  year  1980-81  do  not  exceed  this 
limit,  that  supporting  documentation  has  been  made  available  to 
t he  public  for  its  review  and  that  any  action  to  set  aside  or 
annul  this  action  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  7910  must 
be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Governing  Board  within  60  days 
of  the  adoption  of  this  resolution.

SFCCD  issued  Request  for  Proposals  (RFP)  for  a  consulting  firm  to  pro- 
vide electronic  data  processing  management,  professional  and  technical  services 
for  coordinated  district-wide  EDP  activities.   Seven  proposals  were  received. 

A  review  committee,  including  representatives  of  the  District  Staff, 
City  College  and  the  Centers  Division  reviewed  the  proposals,  met  with  five  of 
the  offerers,  reviewed  references  and  after  considerable  discussion  recommend- 
ing that  contract  negotiations  be  initiated  with  Systems  &  Computer  Technology 
Corp.   Staff  has  negotiated  a  satisfactory  contract  and  recommends  that  such 
contract  be  approved. 

California  Government  Code  Section  53060  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"The  legislative  body  of  any  public  or  municipal  corporation  or  district  may  con- 
tract with  and  employ  any  persons  for  furnishing  to  the  corporation  or  district 
special  services  and  advice  in  financial,  economic,  accounting,  engineering,  legal 
or  administrative  matters  if  such  persons  are  specially  trained  and  experienced 
and  competent  to  perform  the  special  services  required." 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:   That  the  SFCCD  contract  with  Systems  &  Computer  Technology 
Corp.  to  obtain  electronic  data  processing  management, 
professional  and  technical  services  in  the  amount  not  to 
exceed  $1,500,000  over  a  three  year  period.

Authorization  to  transfer  $360  from  Appropriation  for 
Contingencies  to  Other  Contracts  for  Personal  Services, 
District  Office 

President  and  Members: 

On  March  10,  1981,  the  Governing  Board  requested  that  staff  prepare 
a  resolution  to  provide  sign  language  interpreters  for  Governing  Board  meetings. 
Since  this  is  a  new  service  not  contemplated  in  the  adopted  budget,  no  funds  have 
been  appropriated  for  the  purpose  and  a  transfer  from  the  appropriation  for  con- 
tingencies is  required  to  provide  the  funds. 

It  is  proposed  that  persons  desiring  sign  language  interpreters  shall 
make  their  request  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Governing  Board  before  noon  of  the 
business  day  prior  to  the  day  of  the  Governing  Board  meeting.   It  is  planned 
that  an  agreement  for  interpreter  services  will  be  entered  into  with  three 
sign  language  interpreters  so  that  one  will  be  available  to  render  service 
upon  a  day's  notice. 

California  Education  Code  Section  85200  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"The  total  amount  budgeted  as  the  proposed  expenditure  of  the  community  college 
district  for  each  major  classification  of  district  expenditures  listed  in  the 
district  budget  forms  prescribed  by  the  board  of  governors  shall  be  the  maximum 
amount  which  may  be  expended  for  that  classification  of  expenditures  for  the 
school  year.   Transfers  may  be  made  from  the  undistributed  reserve  (appropriation 
for  contingencies)  to  any  expenditure  classification  or  between  expenditure  classi- 
fications at  any  time  by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of  education  of  any  dis- 
trict governed  by  a  board  of  education,  when  filed  with  the  county  superintendent 
of  schools  and  the  county  auditor,  or  by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  a  community  college  district  not  governed  by  a  board  of  education,  when 
approved  by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  and  filed  with  the  county  auditor. 
A  resolution  providing  for  the  transfer  from  the  undistributed  reserve  (appropria- 
tion for  contingencies)  to  any  expenditure  classif iecation  must  be  approved  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the  governing  board;  a  resolution  providing  for 
the  transfer  between  expenditure  classifications  must  be  approved  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  governing  board."

On  November  18,  1980,  by  Resolution  No.  801118-B2,  the  Governing 
Board  endorsed  the  submission  of  a  concept  paper  for  a  youth  training 
program  to  the  California  State  CETA  Office  for  funding  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Mayor's  Youth  Services  Office,  with  the  SFCCD  as  a  participating 
organization.   The  proposed  program  has  now  been  approved  for  funding  by 
the  State  CETA  Office,  with  the  SFCCD  as  a  subcontractor  to  provide  basic 
skills  training  at  the  Adult  Learning  Center. 

The  SFCCD  now  wishes  to  contract  with  the  California  State  EDD 
to  provide  the  basic  skills  training  portion  of  the  project  as  approved 
by  the  State  CETA  Office.

.On  August  19,  1980,  by  Resolution  No.  800819-B1  the  Governing 
Board  adopted  the  final  budget  for  the  SFCCD  for  the  fiscal  year  1980-81. 
Included  in  the  General  Fund  was  a  revenue  amount  of  $390,000  from  the  State 
Department  of  Education,  derived  from  the  Adult  Education  Act  of  1966  (P.L.  89-750) 
This  amount  was  based  on  an  application  submitted  by  the  District  to  conduct  Adult 
Basic  Education  classes  throughout  San  Francisco.  The  approved  funding  was  to 
augment  the  District  budget  in  providing  these  classes,  as  well  as  to  fund 
special  activities  in  Adult  Basic  Education,  e.g.,  reading  diagnostic  services. 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Final  Budget  for  fiscal  1980-81  by  the 
Governing  Board,  the  Centers  Division,  because  of  increase  in  demand,  has  con- 
tinuously increased  its  offerings, in  Adult  Basic  Education.   Due  to  this  increase 

in  our  offerings,  we  would  be  eligible  to  obtain  an  additional  $109,200  from  the 

State  Department  of  Education. 

Pursuant  to  Education  Code  Section  85210,  the  Governing  Board  on 
March  24,  1981,  adopted  Resolution  No.  810324-B2  setting  forth  the  need  for 
this  amount  of  $109,200.   After  approval  by  the  San  Francisco  County  Super- 
intendent of  Schools,  Resolution  No.  810324-B2  was  published  in  the  San 
Francisco  Progress,  the  official  newspaper  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  on  Friday,  April  3,  1981.  Therefore,  the  assured  income  of 
$109,200  is  now  available  for  appropriation. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

President  and  Members: 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  on  August  18,  1980  adopted  a  policy 
recommended  by  the  Human  Rights  Commission  regarding  the  use  of  slurs  by 
City  officials  and  employees.   By  letter  dated  September  2,  1980,  the  SFCCD 
was  requested  to  adopt  the  policy,  widely  disseminate  it,  and  to  rigorously 
enforce  it. 

On  August  22,  1980,  the  Laborers  International  Union  of  North 
America,  Local  21,  on  behalf  of  some  SFCCD  employees,  filed  a  Representation 
Petition  with  the  State  of  California  Public  Employment  Relations  Board  (PERB) . 
Our  Chief  Labor  Negotiator  informed  us  that  under  the  provisions  of  SB  160, 
Government  Code  Sections  3540  to  3549.3  Meeting  and  Negotiating  in  Public 
Educational  Employment  and  in  the  light  of  recent  decisions  of  PERB  in  CSEA 
v  Healdsburg,  the  action  requested  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  would 
constitute  an  unfair  labor  practice  if  implemented  by  the  SFCCD  Governing 
Board.   "Evaluation"  is  deemed  a  negotiable  item,  and  while  a  petition  for 
recognition  is  pending,  the  Governing  Board  is  precluded  from  taking  a  uni- 
lateral action  on  a  negotiable  item  and  also  is  precluded  from  negotiating 
the  item  for  lack  of  an  exclusive  representative.   The  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion by  letter  dated  September  22,  1980  was  so  informed. 

By  letter  dated  January  9,  1981,  PERB  informed  the  SFCCD  that  the 
pending  Representation  Petition  was  withdrawn.   The  SFCCD  Governing  Board  is 
now  legally  permitted  to  implement  the  Civil  Service  Commission  request  con- 
tained in  its  letter  of  September  2,  1980.   It  is  suggested  that  the  "Policy 
Regarding  The  Use  of  Slurs  By  City  Officials  And  Employees"  as  adopted  by  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  be  added  in  toto  to  the  SFCCD  Policy  Manual 
Chapter  4  Classified  Employees. 

SFCCD  Policy  Manual  Section  1.05  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"Adoption  of  Policies,  Bylaws  and  Regulations.   Any  policy  or  regulation  may 
be  adopted  by  the  Board,  be  amended  or  repealed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  four 
members  at  any  meeting,  providing  notice  of  said  intended  action  has  been  given 
at  a  previous  meeting. " 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS:   On  March  24,  1981,  notice  was  given  that  an  amendment  to 

SFCCD  Policy  Manual  Section  4.09  to  add  the  "Policy  Regard-

It   is   the  policy  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
and  each  of  its  officials,    employees  and  agents  acting  in   their 
official    capacity ,    to   treat   all   persons   equally   and  respectfully , 
and   to   refrain   from   the  willful   or  negligent   use  of  slurs   against 
any  person  on   the  basis  of  race,    color,    creed,    national   origin, 
ancestry ,    age,    sex,    sexual   orientation  or  disability .      A   slur,    as 
used  in   this  policy,    is  a  word  or  combination  of  words   that  by 
its   very   utterance  inflicts  injury,   offers  little  opportunity  for 
response ,    appeals  not   to  rational   faculties ,   or  is  an  unessential 
or  gratuitous  part  of  any  exposition  of  fact  or  opinion.      All 
persons   are  entitled  by  law  to   the  right  of  equal    treatment  and 
respect.      Slurs   deprive  members  of  the  protected  groups  of  this 
right  by  holding  them  up  to  public  contempt,    ridicule,   shame,   and 
disgrace  and  causing  them  to  be  shunned,    avoided  or  injured  in 
their  occupation.      By  promoting  ill   will   and  rancor,    slurs 
diminish  peace  and  order. 

The   use  of  such  slurs  by  City  officials  or  employees  will 
be   considered  by   commissions,    departments ,    agencies,    boards,    or 
appointing  authorities  as  prima   facie   evidence  of   the  lack  of 
competence  of  said  City  officials  and  employees.      Evidence  of 
usage  of  such  slurs  shall   be  entered  in  job  performance  evaluations 
and  shall   be   considered  in  evaluating  the  fitness  of  City  employees.

The  1975-76  and  1976-77  Budgets  for  Capital  Outlay  as  adopted  provided 
$32,000  for  replacement  of  lighting  fixtures  for  the  District  Office.   Subsequent 
to  the  adoption  of  these  budgets,  the  lighting  fixtures  in  the  Business  Office, 
Certificated  Personnel  and  Facilities  Planning  and  Research  Office  were  replaced. 
As  part  of  the  phased  replacement,  it  was  also  planned  to  upgrade  the  lighting  in 
the  Governing  Board  Room.   The  lighting  system  for  this  space  was  redesigned. 
The  redesigned  system  will  provide  417%  higher  lighting  level  (from  12  f.c.  to 
62  f.c.)  with  a  corresponding  reduction  in  electricity  consumption  of  79%. 

New  lighting  fixtures  have  been  purchased.   Remaining  is  the  installa- 
tion of  the  new  fixtures.   The  estimated  cost  for  this  work  is  $7,000.00;  the 
balance   in  this  fund  is  $6,399.18.   In  order  to  complete  this  portion  of  the 
work,  augmentation  of  the  fund  is  required. 

It  is  proposed  that  additional  required  funds  be  transferred  from 
the  1980-81  Budget  -  District  Office  Division  -  Capital  Improvements.   The 
amount  proposed  ($1,500.00)  will  cover  the  additional  estimated  installation 
cost  plus  a  contingency  to  assure  a  satisfactory  completion  of  the  project. 

California  Education  Code  Section  85200  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"The  total  amount  budgeted  as  the  proposed  expenditure  of  the  community  college 
district  for  each  major  classification  of  district  expenditures  listed  in  the 
district  budget  forms  prescribed  by  the  board  of  governors  shall  be  the 
maximum  amount  which  may  be  expended  for   that  classification  of  expenditures 
for  the  school  year.   Transfers  may  be  made  from  the  undistributed  reserve 
(Appropriation  for  Contingencies)  to  any  expenditure  classification  or 
between  expenditure  classifications  at  any  time  by  written  resolution  of  the 
board  of  education  of  any  district  governed  by  a  board  of  education,  when 
filed  with  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  and  the  county  auditor,  or  by 
written  resolution  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  a  community  college  district 
not  governed  by  a  board  of  education,  when  approved  by  the  county  superintendent 
of  schools  and  filed  with  the  county  auditor.   A  resolution  providing  for  the 
transfer  from  the  undistributed  reserve  (Appropriation  for  Contingencies)  to 
any  expenditure  classification  must  be  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  of  the  governing  board;  a  resolution  providing  for  the  transfer  between 
expenditure  classifications  must  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  governing  board."

Classified  Personnel  Salary  Schedule  1981-82 

President  and  Members: 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  by  Sections  88000  and  88137 
of  the  Education  Code,  comes  under  the  merit  system  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco.   Under  these  provisions,  the  Governing  Board  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  must  classify  all  employees  and  positions  not  requiring  certifi- 
cation.  Such  employees  and  positions  shall  be  known  as  the  classified  service. 

Section  5.101  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  provides  that  compensation  of 
non-teaching  and  non-technical  employees  "shall  be  fixed  in  accordance  with  the 
Salary  Standardization  provisions  of  this  Charter."  The  Salary  Standardization 
Ordinance  setting  schedules  of  compensation,  work  schedules,  conditions  of  employ- 
ment, and  method  of  payment  for  Civil  Service  employees  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  8.400,  Section  8.401  and  Section  8.407  of  the  Charter  effective  July  1, 
1981  has  been  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  March  30,  1981  and  signed  into 
law  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on  March  31,  1981.  The 
employees  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  are  members  of  the  Civil 
Service  System. 

Section  VI  of  said  ordinance  reads  in  part  as  follows:   "...The  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  may, 
for  its  own  employees  and  employees  regularly  assigned  from  other  departments, 
substitute  for  the  holidays  declared  above  an  equal  number  of  different  holidays..." 

School  holidays  are  enumerated  in  California  Education  Code  Section  79020 
et.  seq.   For  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Community  College  District,  it  is 
desirable  to  have  classified  employees  observe  as  holidays  the  same  days  which  are 
school  holidays.

Funds  were  provided  in  the  Budgets  1975-76  and  1976-77,  Special  Reserve 
to  replace  lighting  fixtures  in  the  District  Office  Building.   This  project  was 
to  be  a  phased  program  to  upgrade  the  lighting  in  areas  where  a  survey  indicated 
lighting  levels  are  below  these  recommended  for  the  tasks  being  performed.  Pre- 
viously completed  phases  have  replaced  lighting  fixtuers  in  the  Business  Office, 
Certificated  Services  and  the  Facilities  Planning  and  Research  Office. 

This  phase  is  to  replace  lighting  fixtures  in  the  Governing  Board  Room. 
The  redesigned  system  will  provide  a  417%  higher  lighting  level  than  the  existing 
(from  12  f.c.  to  62  f.c.)  with  a  corresponding  decrease  in  electricity  consumption 
of  79%. 

The  new  lighting  fixtures  have  been  purchased  by  the  District.   Remaining 
to  complete  this  phase  is  the  installation  of  the  fixtures.   The  estimated  cost  of 
the  installation  work  is  $7,000.00. 

District  Electrician  staff  is  inadequate  to  assure  timely  installation 
work  required.   It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  following  resolution  be  adopted

The  collective  bargaining  contract  entered  into  by  the  District 
and  the  AFT,  Local  2121,  representing  the  faculty,  expires  on  June  30,  1981. 
The  AFT,  Local  2121,  has  submitted  its  initial  proposals  for  a  successor 
contract  covering  the  years  1981/82,  1982/83  and  1983/84. 

Governing  Code  Section  3547  reads  in  relevant  part  as  follows: 

(a)  All  initial  proposals  of  exclusive  representatives  and  of 
public  school  employers,  which  relate  to  matters  within  the 
scope  of  representation,  shall  be  presented  at  a  public 
meeting  of  the  public  school  employer  and  thereafter  shall 
be  public  records. 

(b)  Meeting  and  negotiating  shall  not  take  place  on  any  proposal 
until  a  reasonable  time  has  elapsed  after  the  submission  of 
the  proposal  to  enable  the  public  to  become  informed  and  the 
public  has  the  opportunity  to  express  itself  regarding  the 
proposal  at  a  meeting  of  the  public  school  employer. 

(c)  After  the  public  has  had  the  opportunity  to  express  itself, 
the  public  school  employer  shall,  at  a  meeting  which  is  open 
to  the  public,  adopt  its  initial  proposal. 

On  March  10,  1981,  the  Governing  Board,  by  Resolution  810310-S1, 
acknowledged  receipt  and  made  public  the  Initial  Proposals  of  the  AFT, 
Local  2121,  representing  the  Faculty  unit.

The  collective  bargaining  contract  entered  into  by  the  District 
and  the  Department  Chairperson  Council,  representing  the  supervisors,  expires 
on  June  30,  1981.   The  Department  Chairperson  Council  has  submitted  its 
Initial  Proposals  for  a  successor  contract  covering  the  years  1981/82, 
1982/83  and  1983/84. 

Governing  Code  Section  3547  reads  in  relevant  part  as  follows: 

(a)  All  initial  proposals  of  exclusive  representatives  and  of 
public  school  employers,  which  relate  to  matters  within  the 
scope  of  representation,  shall  be  presented  at  a  public 
meeting  of  the  public  school  employer  and  thereafter  shall 
be  public  records. 

(b)  Meeting  and  negotiating  shall  not  take  place  on  any  proposal 
until  a  reasonable  time  has  elapsed  after  the  submission  of 
the  proposal  to  enable  the  public  to  become  informed  and  the 
public  has  the  opportunity  to  express  itself  regarding  the 
proposal  at  a  meeting  of  the  public  school  employer. 

(c)  After  the  public  has  had  the  opportunity  to  express  itself, 
the  public  school  employer  shall,  at  a  meeting  which  is  open 
to  the  public,  adopt  its  initial  proposal. 

On  March  10,  1981,  the  Governing  Board,  by  Resolution  810310-S2, 
acknowledged  receipt  and  made  public  the  Initial  Proposals  of  the  Department 
Chairperson  Council,  representing  the  Supervisory  unit. 

On  April  7,  1981,  the  Governing  Board  solicited  public  response 
to  the  DCC  proposals  by  placing  a  special  order  of  business  on  its  agenda. 

On  May  5,  1981,  the  Governing  Board,  by  Resolution  810505-S2, 
made  public  its  proposal  for  a  collective  bargaining  contract  with  the  DCC. 
That  Resolution  also  established  June  2,  1981,  as  the  public  meeting 
at  which  the  public  would  be  given  the  opportunity  to  comment  on  the 
Governing  Board's  proposal.   However,  Resolution  810505-S2  was  amended  to 
establish  this  special  public  meeting  of  the  Governing  Board  for  public 
input.   Public  comments  are  hereby  solicited  at  this  Board  meeting,  after 
which  the  Governing  Board  may  officially  adopt  its  proposal.

In  order  that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  may  be  continued  during  the  first  few  months  of  the  new  fiscal 
year,  beginning  July  1,  1981,  a  formal  resolution  adopting  the  tentative  budgets 
for  the  General  Fund,  Cafeteria  Fund,  Dormitory  Trust  Fund,  and  Special  Reserve 
Fund  is  required.   The  resolution  permits  the  Controller  to  establish  expenditure 
appropriation  accounts  so  that  obligations  may  be  incurred  and  salaries  paid 
during  the  summer,  prior  to  adoption  of  the  final  budget  in  August. 

The  tentative  budgets  will  be  set  up  on  the  accounting  records  of  the 
San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and  the  Controller.   With  the  subsequent 
adoption  of  the  publication  budget  and  the  final  budget  by  the  Governing  Board, 
adjustments  will  be  made  on  the  accounting  records  to  establish  the  adopted 
budgets. 

AB8  (Greene)  Chapter  282  Statutes  of  1979,  the  current  community 
college  funding  formula  will  expire  on  June  30,  1981.   As  yet,  the  State 
Legislature,  has  enacted  no  formula  nor  funds  for  1981-82.   The  funding  picture 
for  1981-82  is  therefore  very  uncertain  at  this  time.   Because  the  S.F.  Controller 
has  instructed  us  to  submit  1981-82  budget  allowances  for  posting  on  his  records 
By  June  22,  1981,  we  have  developed  a  tentative  budget  which  summarizes  the 
departmental  requests. 

In  the  aggregate  the  total  departmental  requests  may  exceed  available 
revenues.   Therefore,  control  language  is  included  in  the  resolution  to  delay 
initiation  of  new  services  until  funding  is  assured.

The  State  Department  of  Vocational  Education,  under  the  provision 
of  the  Comprehensive  Employment  and  Training  Act  of  1973,  P.  L.  93-203, 
Section  204  (c)  (2) ,  has  requested  innovative  training  programs  which  will 
supplement  regular  CETA-funded  programs.  The  San  Francisco  Skills  Center, 
with  the  endorsement  of  San  Francisco  Mayor's  Office  of  Employment  and 
Training,  desires  to  submit  a  proposal  which  will  address  the  growing  need 
of  adults  in  the  Bayview/Hunter's  Point  area  who  have  severe  deficiencies 
in  reading,  writing,  mathematics  and  language.

Therefore,  the  San  Francisco  Skills 
Center  is  submitting  a  proposal  which  will  allow  a  pilot  group  of  30  adults 
from  the  Bayview/Hunter's  Point  area  to  receive  allowances  while  they 
receive  training  to  increase  their  proficiencies  in  reading,  writing, 
mathematics  and  language.

President  and  Members: 

Under  the  terms  of  our  institution's  agreement  to  participate  in 
the  Student  Loan  Program,  it  has  been  incumbent  upon  us  to  pursue  an 
effective  collections  program  in  which  "extensive  and  forceful"  practices 
and  policies  are  applied  consistently  and  with  "due  diligence".   By  this 
is  not  intended  cursory  attention  to  general  principles  but  a  thorough- 
going systematic  commitment  to  sound  practices  and  policies  which  should 
ultimately  result  in  a  successful  collections  program. 

In  order  to  accomplish  this  goal,  we  contracted  with  Diversified 
Collection  Services,  Inc.  in  1977.   Diversified  Collection  Services,  Inc. 
has  been  extremely  effective  in  returning  thousands  of  dollars  to  our  re- 
volving loan  fund  to  reloan  to  students. 

The  primary  purpose  in  seeking  another  agency  is  to  reassign  loans 
which  have  been  handled  by  Diversified  Collection  Services,  Inc.  and  found 
to  be  "uncollectible".   Reassignment  is  a  standard  practice  among  institu- 
tions participating  in  loan  programs  and  is  a  last  effort  at  retrieving 
dollars.   After  all  collection  efforts  have  been  pursued  according  to  federal 
due  diligence  standards,  loan  notes  can  be  assigned  to  the  Department  of  Ed- 
ucation and  removed  from  our  delinquency  rolls.   Because  of  the  legislative 
mandate  to  pursue  repayment  to  the  maximum  extent  before  assignment  to  the 
Department,  the  federal  government  recommends  that  institutions  contract  with 
multiple  agencies.   A  formal  contract  with  one  agency  does  not  obligate  the 
college  to  assign  all  its  accounts  to  that  agency.   There  is  no  cost  to  the 
district  for  such  a  contract. 

Representatives  from  three  collection  agencies  were  interviewed  and 
their  services  discussed.   After  careful  consideration,  it  was  decided  that 
Consolidated  Collections  and  Consultants  can  provide  us  with  the  most  adequate 
services.   It  is  a  fully  licensed,  bonded  and  computerized  collection  agency. 
Although  it  is  a  relatively  new  company,  the  staff  has  had  many  years  of  ex- 
perience in  the  collection  of  delinquent  student  loans.   Also,  Consolidated 
Collections  and  Consultants  is  a  local  agency  in  Hayward. 
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The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

Adoption  of  graduation  requirements,  alternative 
means  for  obtaining  a  high  school  diploma,  standards 
of  proficiency  and  minimum  competencies  for  high 
school  graduation. 

President  and  Members: 

In  1976  the  California  legislature  passed  AB  3408,  thereby 
amending  the  Education  Code  setting  forth  graduation  requirements, 
and  also  requiring  local  Governing  Boards  to  adopt  alternative  means 
for  students  to  receive  a  high  school  diploma,  and  to  establish  and 
require  minimum  standards  in  reading,  writing,  and  calculating. 

Since  that  time,  several  pieces  of  enabling  legislation  have 
been  passed  by  the  California  legislature,  including  AB  65,  which  estab- 
lishes June  1,  1981  as  the  date  after  which  no  student  may  be  granted  a 
high  school  diploma  without  having  demonstrated  the  established  minimum 
proficiency  standards  in  reading,  writing,  and  calculating,  in  addition 
to  other  diploma  requirements,  and  AB  3369  which  requires  districts  to 
establish  differential  standards  for  those  students  with  identified 
learning  handicaps. 

In  June  1979  the  Governing  Board  adopted  a  statement  of 
philosophy,  assessment  instruments  to  measure  minimum  proficiency  in 
reading,  writing,  and  calculating,  and  a  list  of  skills  and  compe- 
tencies determined  through  a  community  survey  to  be  most  important 
for  successful  functioning  in  this  society. 

Since  that  time  those  skills  and  competencies  have  been 
incorporated  into  the  high  school  curriculum,  and  the  assessment 
instruments  have  been  field  tested  and  revised  to  assure  that  they 
measure  what  is  actually  being  taught  in  the  curriculum. 

A  third  route  to  the  high  school  diploma  has  been  developed 
in  the  way  of  a  competency-based  curriculum  in  which  students  are 
awarded  credit  on  the  basis  of  demonstrated  competency  without  regard 
to  seat  time.   This  program  known  as  ACE  (Adult  Competency  Education) 
is  the  only  totally  competency-based  adult  high  school  diploma  program 
in  the  state.   This  program  has  received  both  state-wide  and  nation-wide 
acclaim  as  an  outstanding  model  of  adult  competency-based  education. 

Beginning  June  1,  1981  it  is  recommended  that  a  student  may  be 
awarded  a  high  school  diploma  in  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District  by  meeting  the  following  requirements: 
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I)  Successful  completion  of  160  units  in  the  following 
areas: 

English  30 

Mathematics  10 

U.S.  History  10 

Civics  10 

Science  (including  at  least  5  10 

units  in  Health) 

Job  Preparation/Money  Management  5 

Elective  Courses  85 


OR 


160 


II)  A  passing  score  on  the  G.E.D.  plus  successful  completion 
of  U.S.  History  and  Civics  and  at  least  a  ninth  grade 
reading  level  as  measured  by  the  California  Achievement 
Test  or  an  equivalent  standardized  test. 

In  addition  to  I  and  II  above,  students  must  pass  the 
following  tests: 

1)  The  SHARP  (reading  skills)  Test  with  a  passing  score 
of  at  least  70%  (see  attachment  A) ; 

2)  A  modified  form  of  the  TOPICS  (math  skills)  Test  with 
a  passing  score  of  at  least  65%  (see  attachment  B) ; 

3)  A  modified  form  of  the  TEWS  (writing  skills)  Test  with 
a  passing  score  of  at  least  65%  (see  attachement  C) ; 

4)  A  writing  sample  wholistically  scored  by  English 
instructors . 

It  is  recommended  that  the  above  proficiency  requirements  be 
waived  for  those  students  who  have  passed  the  proficiency  tests  required 
in  other  California  districts  which  award   high  school  diplomas. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  all  students  seeking  a  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District  high  school  diploma  be  required 
to  successfully  complete  at  least  10  units  in  approved  District  courses. 

After  appropriate  certification  of  disability  has  been  obtained 
by  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  differential  standards 
for  handicapped  students  will  be  established  on  a  case-by-case  basis  by 
the  following  personnel:  The  Centers  Handicapped  Enabler ,  the  Centers 
Learning  Disabilities  Instructor,  the  Centers  Reading  Diagnostician, 
and  the  Administrator  in  charge. 

Based  on  the  above  recommendations,  the  following  resolution 
is  recommended  for  adoption: 
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WHEREAS:    The  Education  Code  of  the  State  of  California 
requires  local  governing  boards  to  adopt  gradu- 
ation requirements,  approve  alternative  means  for  obtaining  a  high 
school  diploma,  adopt  standards  of  proficiency  in  basic  skills,  adopt 
minimum  academic  standards  and  assessment  instruments,  and 

WHEREAS:    The  Governing  Board  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
Colleges  wishes  to  be  in  compliance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Education  Code  and  believes  that  all  students  com- 
pleting its  high  school  program  should  have  minimum  competencies 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:    That  the  Governing  Board  of  the 

San  Francisco  Community  College 
District  hereby  adopts  the  above  graduation  requirements,  approves 
the  above  alternative  means  of  obtaining  a  high  school  diploma,  adopts 
the  above  standards  of  proficiency  in  basic  skills,  and  the  above  in- 
struments of  assessment  or  their  equivalents.

The  Community  College  Centers  Division  has  been  using  1233  Van  Ness  Avenue 
(13575  sq.  ft.)  and  1243  Van  Ness  Avenue  (14490  sq.  ft.)  since  August  1,  1974.   Bet- 
ween February  1,  1977  and  June  30,  1980,  the  SFCCD  had  a  rental  agreement  with  the 
owners.   Rent  for  the  lease  period  was  $8,419.50  per  month.   A  holding  over  period 
had  been  agreed  to  with  the  Lessor's  agent,  Crocker  National  Bank,  with  the  Assis- 
tance of  the  City  Director  of  Property,  permitting  the  Centers  Division  to  continue 
to  operate  at  the  location  at  the  same  monthly  rent  for  July,  August  and  September, 
1980.   Commencing  October  1,  1980  and  ending  June  30,  1981,  the  rent  was  $11,789.83 
per  month.   This  is  in  accordance  with  the  Cost  Price  Index  referred  to  in  Section 
20  of  the  lease  and  the  adjusted  figure  was  obtained  directly  from  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics  (Housing,  San  Francisco,  Oakland,  California)  at  450  Golden  Gate 
Avenue.   It  was  agreed  that  the  Community  College  District  could  remain  at  the 
facility  upon  the  termination  of  the  present  one  year  option  period  ending  June 
30,  1981  on  a  month  to  month  basis  at  the  same  monthly  rate.

As  long  as  the  Agreement  between  the  College  and  US-DHEW  to  operate 
the  Nursing  Student  Loan  funds  remains  in  effect,  no  nursing  student  can 
receive  a  National  Direct  Student  Loan,  even  when  there  are  insufficient 
nursing  funds  for  needy  students.

On  August  19,  1980,  by  Resolution  No.  800819-B1,  the  Governing 
Board  adopted  the  final  budget  for  the  SFCCD  for  the  fiscal  year  1980-81. 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  final  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  1980-81 
by  the  Governing  Board,  the  Centers  Division  has  increased  its  offerings  in 
English  as  a  Second  Language  and  other  courses.   Due  to  the  increased  offer- 
ings, the  SFCCD  will  be  eligible  to  obtain  additional  apportionment  from  the 
State  because  of  increase  in  ADA,  over  and  above  the  number  of  ADA' s  in  the 
adopted  budget.   The  exact  amount  of  additional  income  is  uncertain  at  this 
time  because  of  the  many  proposed  revisions  to  the  1980-81  funding  formulas 
pending.   However,  it  appears  that  at  least  $2,000,000  of  additional  income 
is  assured. 

Our  1980-81  Gann  Limit  is  $59,469,750.43  and  our  present  Appropria- 
tions Subject  to  Limitation  is  $57,299,857  leaving  us  with  an  Unused  Appropria- 
tions Limit  of  $2,169,893,43.   This  means  that  $2,000,000  may  be  appropriated 
in  this  resolution  without  exceeding  our  current  Gann  Limit. 

We  have  been  negotiating  with  the  SFUSD  for  a  20  year  lease  for 
Hancock  School  to  be  used  as  the  Chinatown  Northbeach  Community  College 
Center.   We  have  reached  an  agreement  at  $1,700,000  prepaid  rent.   It  is  the 
purpose  of  this  resolution  to  appropriate  $2,000,000  to  fund  the  prepaid  rent 
and  other  costs  for  occupancy  which  would  include  alterations,  equipment,  and 
furniture.

College  Centers  based  upon  an  analysis  of  need  developed  by  the  College 
Scholarship  Service  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board  in  Berkeley, 
California.

as  to  the  number  of  hours  of  employment  as  provided  in  34

President  and  Members: 

In  order  to  better  serve  the  Chinatown  North  Beach  community  of  San 
Francisco  this  District  for  several  years  has  attempted  to  lease  a  school  from 
the  Unified  School  District.   Agreement  now  has  been  reached  between  the  two 
staffs  and,  with  the  assistance  of  the  City  Director  of  Property,  a  tentative 
lease  is  being  negotiated  for  the  entire  John  Hancock  School  building  at  940 
Filbert  Street,  for  a  period  of  20  years. 

California  Education  Code  Section  11002  states:   "The  governing  boards 
of  two  or  more  school  districts  or  community  college  districts  whose  boundaries 
are  contiguous  or  coterminous  may  enter  into  an  agreement  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  agreeable  to  the  respective  governing  boards  for  the  joint 
use  and  maintenance  of  school  buildings  and  other  school  facilities".

RESOLVED:   That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  is  authorized  to 
enter  into  a  Lease  agreement  with  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  for  the  use  of  the  entire  John  Hancock

Real  Estate  Department  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  Community  College 
District,  and  duly  certified  as  to  funds  by  the  Controller  of  said 
City  and  County  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  6.302  of  the 
Charter  of  said  City  and  County.
